Coal 

Coal imports, though still considerable in volume, de- 
clined from $10,338,450 in 1943 to $8,810,900 in 1944. 
Gasoline, fuel oils and oils for the manufacture of gas, 
dropped from $21,961,150 in 1943 to $14,809,300 in 1944. 
Lubricating oil purchases, however, more than doubled, 
totaling $7,324,800 as compared with $3,511,700 in the 
previous year. 

Newsprint and other types of paper from abroad 
totaled $9,981,650 in 1944, against $7,235,600 in 1943, a

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Imports of drugs and pharmaceuticals more than 
doubled in 1944, from $2,904,200 to $6,178,850. Inorganic 
chemicals, including barilla, mineral salts, and caustic 
soda, declined from $12,663,600 to $10,222,750. 

Cellulose acetate and cellulose, used extensively in 
paper manufacture, rose from $5,926,450 to $8,261,600. 
Other raw materials of vegetable origin almost tripled, 
rising from $1,795,250 to $5,153,300. 


Rapid Industrialization Seen 

The aforementioned large purchases of fuel, transporta- 
tion and manufacturing equipment and chemicals in 
1944 emphasize Brazil's rapid mechanization and eventual 
transformation from an agricultural to an jndustrial 
economy. Even greater purchases of machinery and re- 
placements, mainly from the United States, are antici- 
pated as soon as wartime industrial restrictions are lifted 
and shipping space becomes available. 

Brazil's imports for 1944 were in line with her exports 
for the same year, showing a favorable trade balance of 
$136.275,100.

U.N. R. R. A. WILL BUY ONLY SURPLUS 

In purchasing textiles, grain, fats, leather. and other 
Brazilian products for use in Europe, the U. N. R. R. A. 
Purchasing Commission will buy only surplus native 
products, states a recent announcement of the Ministry 
of Labor, Industry and Commerce. 

The Commission has placed orders with the Executive 
Textile Board totaling 45 million square yards of textiles, 
valued at Cr8 211,455,000 or $10,572,750 American cur- 
rency, the largest single purchase yet made. 


U.S. TURPENTINE NEEDED 


Brazil's growing manufacture of paints, varnishes, and 


_ floor wax, particularly in Sao Paulo, has increased the 


demand for turpentine from the United States. 

A steady need exists in Brazil for turpentine and tu. 
pentine substitutes, principally mineral spirits. Sao Paul 
is the chief consuming center, accounting for betwee) 
65 and 70 percent of the country’s total consumption of 
turpentine, and between 80 and 85 percent of the con. 
sumption of mineral spirits. 

Turpentine is not produced in Sao Paulo, nor so far as 
is known in the rest of Brazil, however, mineral spirits ar 
manufactured by Industrias Matarazzo de Energia, S. A, 
in Sao Paulo, with an output believed to approximat 
150,000 kilograms monthly. These spirits are also pro 
duced in Rio Grande do Sul. 


Annual Consumption 


Based on imports through the port of Santos during 
the past seven years, annual consumption of turpentine 
in the Sao Paulo area has averaged slightly more than 
300 metric tons, whereas consumption of mineral spirits, 
including both imports and domestic production, is esti- 
mated at between 2,500 and 3,000 tons annually. As a 
result of industrial expansion, particularly the manu- 
facture of paints, varnishes and floor waxes, the market 
for these solvents has increased steadily and is expected 
to grow. 

Because of the shortage of turpentine, mineral spirits 
and petroleum used in domestic production of the latter, 
together with an increasing demand, the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment assumed distributional control over these ma- 
terials. However, when the import situation improved 
in the latter part of 1943 and in 1944, distribution of 
turpentine reverted to normal channels, but control over 
mineral spirits was retained. 

The United States has been the leading supplier of 
turpentine and the principal foreign source for mineral 
spirits. Imports of turpentine dropped from 485,645 kilo- 
grams in 1941 to 53,076 in 1942; they totaled 356,768 
1943. Imports of mineral spirits declined from 990,104 
kilograms in 1941 to 641,586 in 1942 and to 476.785 in 
1945.

MINERAL PROSPECTING INCREASES 

Evidence of growing activity in the development o 
mineral resources, according to “Brazilian Business,” 's 
afforded by the 3,232 applications to prospect — granted 
by the Government between 1940 and 1943. 

A recent survey made by the National Mining De 
partment (Departamento Nacional de Producao Mit- 
eral) , finds that some of the most valuable deposits dis 
covered in recent years are tantalite, scheelite (a tung 
state), bismuth, lithium and diatomite, in the north 
eastern part of the country. 

Graphite, molybdenum and bauxite are mined in tht 
states of Rio de Janeiro and Minas Gerais. Nickel av! 
cobalt deposits are being developed profitably in Goiis 
and lead and zinc in Mato Grosso and Sao Paulo. 
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PIASSAVA HAS MANY USES 


Two-thirds of piassava, one of the most important 
fibers of Brazil, comes from the palm scientifically known 
as the “Attalea Funifera” which grows wild, especially 
in the southern part of the State of Bahia. The dark fiber 
of the best quality comes from the stunted woods which 
grow along the coast. The fiber also is obtained from the 
“Leopoldina Piassava” palm which flourishes in the State 
of Amazonas. This type is softer and more flexible than 
the Bahia product. 

Both varieties of piassava are used for making brooms. 
mats, scrubbing brushes, tooth brushes, marine cordage 
and numerous other articles. Piassava, however, is not a 
textile fiber. 


Average Production 


Production of piassava fiber, since 1938, has averaged 
about 5.500 tons per year. Of this total, the State of 
Amazonas produces about 1,200 tons. 

The extraction of piassava takes place almost exclu- 
sively in the states of Bahia and Amazonas, with some 
in Maranhao. 

For export, piassava is classified into three types: first, 
long, thick, flexible, and at least four meters in length; 
second, average in flexibility, and measuring at least two 
meters; and third, short and above 300 centimeters in 
length. These fibers are exported in bundles averaging be- 
tween 25 and 35 kilos. 

Brazil used to export thousands of tons of piassava 
fiber to England, the United States, Belgium. Holland, 
Russia and other nations. After the war is over, it is ex- 
pected that Brazil will again export as much as she did 
in the past. 

During 1943, 3.254 tons were exported, and in 1944, 
3,612 tons.

NEW ECONOMIC CHARTER 


Brazil’s agricultural, industrial and commercial leaders 
have cooperated in formulating an Economic Charter to 
guide the country’s domestic and foreign policy, it has 
just been announced, following the Terezopolis Confer- 
ence in May, in the State of Rio de Janeiro. The Con- 
ference was attended by 900 delegates from all parts of 
the country. 

The following subjects were taken up at the Confer- 
ence, reported to the general assembly, and incorporated 
in the Charter: 

1. The Government and the economic order—Planning 
and Government regulation. 2. Raising living standards 
—TIncrease of national income. 3. Policy of agricultural 
production—Types of food and raw materials. 4. Policy 
of industrial and mineral production. 5. Policy of invest- 
ment. 6. Power and transportation. 7. Commercial policy 
—Domestic and foreign market. 8. Monetary, banking 
and fiscal policy. 9. Social and labor policy. 10. Immigra- 
tion policy. 

Fundamental problems of Brazil’s national life, includ- 
ing an increase of the national income, improvement of 
actual wages for city and rural workers, industrialization 
of new areas, investments of foreign capital in basic in- 
dustries, protection of subsoil and development of water- 
power, measures against inflation and deflation, intensi- 
fication of industrial planning, and mechanization of 
agriculture were also taken up at the Conference. 

This Conference supplements the work of previous 
conventions of a similar nature held in Rio de Janeiro in 
December 1943, and in Sao Paulo in December 1944. 

For resolutions agreed upon at the latter, which was 
Brazil's first industrial congress, see Bulletin No. 30, 
March 21, 1945.

OBSOLETE MACHINERY BARRED 


Importation of used or obsolete machinery has been 
banned by Brazil, according to a recent announcement 
from the Coordinator of Economic Mobilization. 

Pointing out that the term “reconditioned” does not 
offer sufficient guarantee of good operation, the announce- 
ment gives various reasons for the Government’s action. 
Efficient machinery, it states, is essential for the rational 
development of Brazilian industries, such as the textile 
industry. It will make it possible to produce more and 
cheaper goods. It will raise the purchasing power of the 
people, expand and enlarge internal consumption, and 
level off economic differences between urban and rural 
populations. Finally, it will enable Brazil to compete 
advantageously in foreign markets. 

Importation of accessory machinery, however, is per- 
mitted in exceptional cases, as long as it does not impair 
the quality and quantity of production. Efficiency and 
operation in such cases must be tested by individuals or 
organizations abroad enjoying the confidence of the 
Brazilian government. Permits for the importation of 
machinery and accessories will be issued by the commis- 
sion for the Study of Imports at the Banco do Brasil.
